GENERAL

PERFORMANCE WORK STATEMENT

Flight training scenario and maneuvers to be mutually agreed upon and coordinated between
Contractor's Instructor(s) and National Simulator Program Inspectar prior to flight.

DEFINITIONS (FEB 1997) CLA.1103

The following definitions are used to define the terminclogy contained herein and are applicable
as required by the Federal Aviation Regulations (FAR):
